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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants attention is drawn to Column 13 
lines 35-41 of Nakagakiuchi et al. It is clear from this passage that Nakagakiuchi et al. teaches, at least, that the exposure time is 
controlled so as to stop exposing pixels that have reached the saturation level of the imager. Therefore the control means controls, in pixel 
units ("... it is also possible to suppress the luminance only for the portions (of the imager) where the luminance is saturated or where time 
luminance exceeds the threshold level."), exposure time (if the luminance is suppressed the pixel has stopped being exposed) with 
respect to the light receiving surface. This is clearly done on the basis of the result by the evaluating means, i.e. the exposure analysis unit 
of Nakagakiuchi et al., as can be seen by a careful reading of the passage cited by the Examiner (Column 14 lines 15-21) which explains 
the function of the exposure analysis unit. Therefore, Nakagakiuchi et al. anticipates the claimed limitations as the Examiner understands 
them.. 
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
